Foreign Office Criticised 


“HYPOCRITICAL 
STATEMENT” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The one-sided condemnation of 
israel by the British Foreign Office 
was described by Mr. R. N. Carvalho, 
the President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, in’ a statement to the 
Council meeting at Woburn House, 
London, on Tuesday, as “ unctuously 
hypocritical and very unhelpful.” 

In his statement, which was unani- 
mously endorsed, Mr. Carvalho also 
praised the “almost superhuman ” 
restraint displayed by the Israelis 
during the Suez Canal- crisis and 
expressed the hope that an honourable - 
and peaceful solution of that crisis 
would also “comprehend a solution 
of the Arab-Israel problem, too.” 


». Referring to the ogg incidents on 
Isracl’s border and the fact that it had 
only been the Israeli actions which had 
been condemned by the British Govern- 
ment, the President said that he was “‘dis- 
mayed again last week when the same 
rocess was: gone through andthe 
oreign Office spokesman said that he. 
was concerned only with condemning 
reprisals. and not the incidents which 
caused them. 


Reprisals | Regretted 


“[-am bound to say that I consider 
this attitude unctuously hypocritical and 
very unhelpful,” the went on. 
“I need not, remind you that I have time 
and. again regretted reprisals. But 
we must take into account the. circum- 
stances. which produce them. . What we 
should condemn is the situation . itself. 
The reprisals are only one incident in it, 
though an unpleasant one. The remedy 
is a general peace, not condemnation of 
the actions of either side looked at by 
themselves,’ he declared. 

Turning: to the’ Suez crisis, . Mr. 
Carvalho said: “It is ore than ever 
the Governments of the 
U.S.A., Britain, and France to state quite 
unequivocally their determination 
immediately to take up arms against any 
aggressor in the area,” he. said. 

With the development of the Suez 
crisis, the President went on, the one 
thing which greatly impressed many 


‘people throughout the world was the 


great restraint that Israel had practised. 
“The people of Israel and their leaders 
have been careful not to take what could . 
be considered as advantage of the situa- 
tion or to fish in the Canal’s troubled

Mr.- Eban pointed out that the 
Security Council had never previously 
refused to hear an interested party to 
a dispute. Refusal to hear the Israeli 
case, he. stressed, would strike a dis- 
couraging blow against those who felt 
that. the Council's prestige and the 
right of the small States to be heard 
were. at stake. 

~The Israeli Ambassador is also 
reported to have pointed out that 
Israel was not in the same position as 
the Arab. States because of his 
country's “ special interest ” in view of 
the prolonged Egyptian blockade. 


Case Against Egypt 


The majority of the delegations to the 
Security Council meeting agree 
Israel has the best case against Egypt, 
as she can_ point to .Egypt’s blatant 
refusal to allow the passage of Israeli 
ships and to the confiscation by the Egyp- 


thans of the Israeli ship the Bat Galim. 


Nevertheless, it is feared that Israel will 
not be given a seat at the Security Coun- 
cil meeting. 

It is éxpected, however, that Israel. will 
be allowed to make a statement at the 
meeting; calling attention to Egypt's 
action in flouting the Council's resolu- 
tions and demanding that, whatever 
Solution iS. reached, the free passage of 
Ships of all nations through the Sue 
Canal must be safeguarded. : 

The British delegation has been lobby- 
ing against the “seating” of Israel at 
the meeting, on the grounds that such a 
step. would open the way for similar 
requests by all the Arab States. This 
point had also been made by. Mr. Dulles 
at his press conference on Tuesday.

JERUSALEM 
Mr. Menachem Beigin, the leader 
of Cherut, said on Monday, at the 
opening of the party's fourth Conven- 


‘tion held in Tel Aviv, that “the day 


was fast approaching when the pupils 
of Jabotinsky. would present them- 
selves to the President of the State to 
form a new Government in co-opera- 


‘tion with other groups to replace the 


Mapai régime.” 

He was addressing over four hundred 
delegates and about one thousand invited 
guesis, among whom were members of 
the Diplomatic Corps. 

Giving his blessing to the conference, 
Rabbi Nissim, the Sephardi Chief Rabbi, 
said that Cherut was inspired by the 
vision of the Prophets. 


Attack on Government 
Mr. Beigin attacked the Israeli Govern- 


ment’s record on all . fronts—security, 
politics, and economics—and minimised 


‘the effect of the arms which Israel had 


acquired, saying that Russia could give 
many more. times the amount to Egypt. 

Nevertheless, he had complete faith in 
the outcome if war should come again. 
In that case, said the Cherut leader, there 
would be no question of signing another 
armistice in Rhodes: this time the out- 
come would be a peace settlement in 
Cairo. 

He deprecated. Mr.. Ben-Gurion’s.refer- 
ences to-world Jewry as the ally of Israel. 
All Jews, wherever they might be, were 
Siate of Israel, he 
declared. . 

If the disciples of Jabotinsky came to 
power, Mr. Beigin Continued, they would 
assert Israel's right to its entire territory, 
not on the basis of the land now occupied 
as Mr. Ben-Gurion did but: on the. basis 
of its historic boundaries. 

Referring to France, the speaker said 
that Cherut had always advocated a 
rapprochement with France, and during 
his recent visit he had found agreement 
among all Frénch parties, with the excep- 
tion of the Communists, for a Franco- 
Israch. Treaty. 

Britain, he. added, followed a 
policy. hostile to Israel. .He called. on 
Britain to: change this attitude.

MOROCCAN SUPPORT FOR JORDAN

RABAT 
The Moroccan Government came 
out in open support of Jordan against 
Israel in. a statement issued on Mon- 
day by the Premier, Si Bekkai, He 
urged the United Nations to intervene 
in order to avert the menace to peace 

and security in the Middle East. 
The Premier stated that “the Sultan 
and his Government are deeply moved by 
the odious attack launched by Israel 
against the brother country, ‘Jordan, 
which cost the lives of a great number 
of innocent Jordanians.’ ‘The statement 
added that Morocco “condemns the 
violence unceasingly employed by Israel, 


which is scoffing at U.N. principles and 
the rights of man. Our country demands 
that the United Nations puts an end to 
the aggression of Israel against the Arab 
countries which constitutes a menace to 
peace and security in the Middle East.” 

The statement is considered in diplo- 
matic circles here as a victory for the 
Arab League, which put pressure on Si 
Bekkai to make such a statement despite 
the Prermer’s previous declarations which 
showed a moderate .and independent 
attitude - towards Israel. The only 
Jewish minister in the Moroccan Govern- 
ment, Dr. Leon Benzaquen, is reported 
not to have been informed of the 
decision to issue the Statement in 
the name of the whole Government. The 
Arabic national! press regards his silence 
as signifying approval of the statement.

WaRSAW 
A pogrom recently only 
narrowly averted in. the Lower 


Silesian coal-mining town of Wal- 


-brzych, near the Czechoslovak border. 


Walbrzych is one of the main towns in 


Silesia, with a Jewish population of — 


over 5,000. 


The incident started when a drunken 
Pole entered a State-owned butcher shop 
and started a quarrel with its Jewish 
During the quarrel the Pole 
attacked the manager, calling hima 
“bloody Jew,’ and was pushed back by 
the manager, who happened to hold a 
knife in. his hand. During the tussle the 
Pole was imjured, 

: Pole ran into the street -nd 
shouted that Jews wanted to kill him, 
Immediately a crowd assembled, shout- 
ing anti-Jewish slogans, and attempted 
to attack the Jewish manager of the shop. 
Local militiamen were unable to dis- 
perse the crowd, whose anti-Jewish 
attitude quickly changed into a @emon- 
stration agaist the Polish régime. The 
demonstration lasted for some. time, 
Only the arrival of militia reinforcements, 
hastily summoned from neighbouring 
towns, prevented a progrom. 


Jewish Officials Dismissed 


A powerful faction in the Polish Polit- 
buro has demanded a drastic reduction 
in the number of Jews holding Com- 

Party and State posts. The 
faction is known as the Natolin Group 
after the Warsaw suburb where Marshal 
Rokossowski, President Zawadski, Mr. 
Nowak, a Deputy Premier, Mr. Mazur, 
another Deputy Premier, and General 
Witaszevski have villas. 

The suggestion for a Jewish purge was 
first made by Mr. Nowak during a recent 
meeting of the Central Committee. He 
read the names of Jewish ministers, vice- 
ministers, heads of departments, directors 
of factories, and gave the percentage of 
Jews in high pesitions. He said that the 
percentage was abnormal and was causing 
reseniment among 
the. régime He also attacked Jewish 
intellectuals, particularly Mr. Slonimski, 
the writer, who returned to Poland from 
London after the war. cae 

Mr. Nowak’s proposal. was sharply 
criticised by various 
Jewish members of the Committee, but 
shortly afterwards Mr. Ochab, the Party 
chief, said that the Party would regulate 
the numberof Jews holding official posts. 

News of Mr. Nowak’'s proposal spread 
rapidly, causing panic among high 
Jewish officials, most of whom had never 
admitted their Jewish origin. A number 
of Jews have already been dismissed and 
other are losing their jobs. 

Reports from provincial towns indicate 
that Jewish clerks are now being told 
that they must become. manual workers. 
The Warsaw weekly journal. Porrostry 
réports that the Jewish secretary of the 
Communist organisation. at a State 
motor car firm was told by his chief: 
“ With. such a face as yours you should 
not be in the forefront now.”

SHECHITA IN 
AMERICA 


Mr. H. Gaventa to Advise - 


Authorities 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The President of the National 
Council of Shechita Boards of Great 
Britain, Mr, H. A. Gaventa, told a 
meeting of the Council over which 
he presided at 29 Alie Street, E.1, on 
Monday, that he was leaving for a 
short business visit to. the United 
States next Thursday during which he 
will meet the Chaifman of the New 
York State Department of Agriculture 
and Markets to offer his advice on 
matters pertaining to shechita. 

The meeting was an outcome of a 


recent visit to this country by a repre- 


sentative of the State Department. 
who was interested in the question of 
Shechita in: Britain. 

Since their visitor's return to America, 
said Mr. Gaventa. he had received a 
letter from the Chairman of the State 
Department asking him to get in touch 
with him. as soon as he arrived in. 
America. He was also asked to bring 
with him photographs of casting-pens 
used in this ¢ountry and literature on 
other matters appertaining to shechita 
including administration—in order to 
enlighten them as to . how = Jewish 
slaughtering was carried out here, He 
would report to them on his visit when 
he returned. 


Difficulties in U.S.A. 


Mr. L.- Levinstein (Leeds), Vice- 
President of the Council, said that Mr. 
Gavenia would give evidence in America 
on. questions. connected with shechita, 
because “some trouble has arisen. there 
similar to what. we have had here.’ 

The: Council discussed $number 
of complaints from Boards. of Shechita 
relating. to. shochetim who = were not 
licensed by the Rabbinical Commission 
for the Licensing of Shochetim. Mr. J. H 
Taylor. Secretary to the Commission, said 
that he was “rather depressed and dis- 
appointed." to learn that there’. were 
certaum -bodtes. employing shochetim, as 
well) as certain ‘shochetim. and some 
butchers, who seemed to act not only 
against Jewish law, but also apparently in 
breach of the civil law. | 

The President said that their shochetim 
were “ per cent honest.” 

Mr. M. Rosenstraugh (President of 
the Manchester Sheehita Board) told the 
Council that a. shochet was performing 
shechifa.in a certain town, despiie. the 
fact that he did not hold a licence from 
the . Rabbinical Commission. permitting 
him to slaughter there,’ and that meat 
thus .slaughtered was being sent to -a 
congregation elsewhere. The shochet. 
he: alleged; was ‘thus. “-acting. illegally.” 

Mr. Gaventa said that the 
particular trouble: started offered 
his services ta the. Rabbinical C ommuis- 
sion because he was of. the opinion that 
the Council should first try to setile the 


differences which had arisen between the 


two bodies concerned,. -and that if 
they were not successful, they should call 
in-the Chief: Rabbi and- the Beth Din to 
arbitrate. But he understood. that his 
offer was not aecepted: Council 
avreed that a communication should be 
Town Council: of the town 
where the slaughtering took’ place pomt- 
ing--out that no shochet. was permitted 


“to carry out shechita without the licence 


of the Rabbinical Commission. 

it was also decided to send a letter 
to. the Rabbinical Commission -asking 
that..in.. the: interests. ‘of shechita a 
representative .of the National Shechita 
Council should be permitted to altend its 
meetings as an observer. 

Mr. Taylor said he. felt sure that in 
cases where. the Rabbinical Commission 
could not invile. a. Fepresentative of. the 
National Council to attend a meeting at 
which. matters of concern to the National 
CouncH were being considered, a report 
of the decisions ‘would be. sent to the 
National Council. 


LADIES’ GUILDS’ £4,000 FOR 
JEWS’ COLLEGE 
Presentation to Mrs. Brodie

Over £4,000 has. been raised: by 
Synagogue Ladies’ Guilds for equip- 
ping and furnishing ‘the kitchens and 
dining-rooms in the new Jews College 
building following an appeal. launched 
last year by Mrs. Israel Brodie. This 
was stated at the Succot reception 
given by the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. 
Brodie to representatives of Ladies’ 
Guilds at. their home in Hamilton 
ferrace, London, last week. 

The reception was attended by over 
150 women. Over 65 Ladies’ Guilds 
from many parts. of the country including 
Scotland and Wales were represented, - 

Paying warm tribute to the efforts of 
the Ladies’ Guilds, Mrs. Brodie said that 
it was likely that by the end of the year 
they would reach their targct figure of 
£5,000. 

The Chief Rabbi spoke of the progress 
being made by the Jews’ College Centen- 
ary and Building Fund and pointed out 
that the Appeal had in the past “’ retired in 
favour Of more pushing appeals.” But 
despite this reticence the results achieved 
had been fairly gratufying. He hoped that 
in the coming year the new Jews College 
building would be completed and 
dedicated to the service of Judaism. 

An illuminated address was presented 
by Mrs. Alan Mocatta, on behalf of the 
Jews’ College Centenary and Building 
Fund, to Mrs. Brodie m recognition of 
her work for the Fund and the efforts 
made by the Ladies’ Guilds under her 
leadership. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SYMBOL OF PEACE 


“ But the dove found no rest for 
the sole of her foot, and she 
returned unto him to the ark...” 
(Gen. viii, 9). 


REQUENT reference to the 

dove and its habits are to be 

found in the Bible and 
Midrash, and her colourful charac- 
teristics have often been deftly 
applied to portray the vagaries of 
Israel's conduct. _The dove is a 
timid creature, constantly aware of 
its exposure to powerful beasts of 
prey: hence Hosea 
Israel trembling as a dove because 
of their fear of the might of Egypt 
and Assyria (xi, 11). At the first 
sign of danger the dove flies off 
in search of security; thus the 
Psalmist says, “O, that I would 
have the wings of a dove that I 
might fly afar off and be at rest” 
(lv, 7). 

The dove. too, is a fickle creature, 
and Hosea refers to her as being 
“foolish, lacking understanding ” 
(vi IW). Yet withal it is a lovable 
creature and, as the symbol of peace. 
expresses, in the words of the Song 
of Songs, all that the. heart under- 
stands by love and devotion, 

It was these characteristics of the 
‘dove which prompted the spokesmen 
of: Judaism to regard her as. the 
svmbol of Israel. There t no other 
people so conscious of exposure to the 
predatory forces which cause so much 
havoc within, tts ranks, 


HIS constant awareness of danget 

must needs lead to some timidity 
and the perpetual necessity to find 
some haven of refuge where peace and 
a modicum of security can be enjoyed. 
Nor is there a people which so 
fervently. and ‘constantly prays for 
peace Its. very destiny is closely 
allied to the attainment of .this boon, 
for when Israel is at peace the world 
enjoys respite from savagery, but when 
Israel is subjected to merciless treat- 
ment and the fangs of barbarity are 
exposed, others also are made to. suffer. 
But Israel is fickle too. All ioo often 
it manifests tS Weaknesses, 
faithlessness to its own principles and 
betraval of its own exalted concepts. 

lhis then was the dove which was 
selected by Noah to be sent’ forth 
from the ark to ascertain whether the 
flood waters had subsided. Finding 
no resting place tn an inimical world, 
it returned to the shelter. and comfort 
of the ark. _How aptly. this portrays 
Israel's fate. Were is a people; peace 
loving. gentle and timid by nature. 
exposed to the dark forces of a cruel 
world submerged in a. flood which 
threatens to destrov humanity. © Israel 


can find neo resting place in such a 


world and returns to the ark-—tts own 
ark which -svmbolises its faith. its 
culture, its special mode of hfe and 
conduct. Indeed. throughout its histors 
Jewry has invariably found..a cosy 
Shelter from the tempést and a refuge 
from. the storm in that afk. Faced 
with adversity the Jew has closed the 
door. of the. ark. fast behind him, 


speaks of. 


devoted himself to his learning and 
his lore, and waited for the flood to 
subside. 


BUT when the storm has spent itself, 

what then? Here his ficklenecss 
manifests itself. At the first sight of 
the sun after the storm, he, like the 
dove. flutters his wings and hastily 
prepares to leave the ark. He soon 
forgets what that ark meant to him in 
the darker days, The rabbis were so 
right when they stated that the dove 
returned to the ark because it found 
no resting place, but had ut found the 
requisite spot on which to land, it 
might never have returned. Jewry still 
needs to take this message with all its 
vivid symbolism to heart. All too 
quickly we forsake the ark, our 
Judaism, our distinct practices and our 
beliefs, and forget the comfort and the 
inspiration which once they gave us. 
We go in search of new delights. new 
sources of culture, new modes of life, 
and the ultimate result is often self 
destruction. We chase after delusion 
only to learn, often when it 18 too late, 
that we have deceived ourselves.

Editor Visits Britain 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Efforts to popularise the publica- 
tions issued by the Weizmann Science 
Press, which is responsible for pub- 
lishing the scientific works of the 
Government and the academic insti- 
tutions in Israel, were made during 
@ visit to this country by Miss Miriam 
Balaban, editor of the Weizmann 
Science Press. 

Miss Balaban, who is aged 28, has 
been editing Israeli scientific publications 
for the past five ogg The Press, she 
told me, started re ago by pub- 
lishing a bulletin of Research Coun- 
cil of Israel. Two years ago it developed 
as a separate institute, financed by the 
Government (through the Research 
Council) and the academic institutions, 
and it now publishes five quarterlies, 
including ‘“‘ Mada,” a scientific journal 
for the general reader. 

There was a_ considerable overseas 
demand for their publications, said Miss 
Balaban, and there was an exchange 
arrangement with the majority of the 
scientific institutions and libraries over- 
seas. The Russians, in particular, were 
very interested in recéiving Israeli scien- 
tific works. 

While in this country Miss Balaban 
arranged for the purchase of Monotype 
machines, 

Born in Philadelphia, Miss Balaban 
went to Israel in 1949.. She is a chemist 
by profession and has worked ait the 
Hebrew University.

One of the world’s foremost 
scientists, Sir Francis Simon, C.B.E., 
F.R.S., who this week became head of 
the Clarendon Laboratory, stated at 
Oxford that this country must have a 
Minister of Science and Technology 
in the Cabinet if Britain is to survive 
until the age of plentiful nuclear 
power.

£5, 300 Raised by British

There are indications that . the 
battle against tuberculosis in Israel is 
being won, declared Dr. Alec Lerner, 
who presided at the annual meeting of 
the Friends of the Anti-T.B. League 
of Israel, at Woburn House, London, 
on Sunday. 


The mortality rate had declined | 
from 19.6 per 100,000 inhabitants in 


1949 to 7.4 last year, said Dr. Lerner. 
The actual incidence of new T.B. cases 
was also sharply declining. 

The mecting stood in silence as a 
mark of respect for the late Professor 
Samson Wright, who had been Joint 
Chairman with Dr. Lerner of the Friends. 

Presenting the annual report, Dr. 
Lerner said that in Israel the work of 
co-ordination with other bodies interested 
in health matters was improving and 
there was now a better understanding of 
how the various bodies could work 
together. The main instrument for com- 
bating tuberculosis remained the clinics, 
in the building of which the Friends in 
this country played a very active part.

LABOUR PARTY AND SUEZ 
Support for Israel’s Rights 
NEED FOR REAL SETTLEMENT 


From a Special Correspondent 


BLACKPOOL 
The first business on the agenda at 
the annual conference of the Labour 


Party at Blackpool on Monday was 


an emergency resolution on Suez, 
passed with only one dissentient, con- 
demning the -Government’s handling 
of the Suez crisis. | 

Mr. Hugh Gaitskell, the Leader of 
the Party, asked delegates not to get 
confused on the issue, “ We all deeply 
deplore the poverty in Egypt and if 
Nasser were simply concerned to raise 
living standards he would have the 
overwhelming support of this Party. 
] wish it were so.” 

But, he reminded the conference, Egypt 
had stopped Isracli ships going through 
the Canal, and “time and time again” 
Nasser had made plain that his aim was 
the extermination of the. neighbouring 
State of Israel. 

In any negotiation for a settlement, Mr, 
Gaitskell ‘said, “ we must not forget the 
righis of Isra el and Israeii shipping. This 
is an issue -we must not allow to go by 
default.” 

‘Last year,” said Mr. Gaitskell, ** this 
conference passed a unanimous resolution 
yn favour of this country making a defen- 
sive alliance with Isracl.” 
Labour Government was one of the 
signatories to the Tripartite Declaration 
which bound Britain, the United States, 
and: France to go to the aid of either 
of the Arab States concerned or to Israel, 
whichever happened to. be the victim of 
aggression, 

He added: “Create a real. settlement 
between Isracl and the Arab States, a 
real settlement which will involve the 
sectilement of the refugees who live in 
such terrible conditions on the borders of 
Isracl, and the end. of the economic boy- 
cott of Isracl.”

REFUGEES 


Appeal by U.N.A. 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 

To inaugurate the United Nations 
Associatjon Refugee Appeal a meeting 
was called by the Lord Mayor of 


London, Alderman Sir Cuthbert 


Ackroyd, at the Guildhall on Tuesday, 
at which the principal speakers were 
the Lord Chancellor, Viscount 
Kilmuir, and Ear] Attlee. 

The purpose of the meeting, Mr. 
Leslie Aldous (Information Officer to 
the Association) told me, was mainly 
to help the United Nations High Com- 
missioner’s permanent solutions pro- 
gramme, and it was hoped that if 
enough money was raised all the 
remaining 200 refugee camps in 
Europe would be closed by 1958. 

Earl Attlee, who is Hon. President 
of U.N.A., said that he did not sup- 
pose it was possible for any of them to 
realise the magnitude of the problem. 
There were something like 30,000,000 
displaced persons in the world, and it 
was difficult for them to realise what 
this meant. The essential question, 
stressed Earl. Attlee; was how to 
integrate these people, so that. they 


could again live a full life as citizens 
. in their own country. It was not an 


easy problem, and the longer people 
were kept in camps the more difficult 
it became, 


Wide Response Hoped For 
Their appeal was being sent out widely 


_and was supported by the leaders of the 
churches and of all political parties. He 


believed it was an appeal which would 
meet with a very wide response. Govern- 
ments would do what they could. But 
this was the kind of work which needed 


‘to be supplemented by personal contri- 


butions in money and the service of a 
multitude of people. 

The Lord Chancellor said that there 
were about. one million refugees in 
Europe. Most of them had been settled 
in one country or another—most, but 
not all. There were still some for. whom 
no. Government took any responsibility 
All they could rely on was the instinct 
of humanity as a whole, which, he hoped, 
they all shared. 

Five years ago, he recalled, there was 
set up the Office of the United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees, with 
the object of helping these people. Much 
had been done by the High Commis- 
sioner. But much remained to be done, 
for there were still nearly a quarter: of 
a million. af these people who had found 
no home. 

The ‘Lord Chancellor said it. was the 
concern of the High ‘Commiussioner’s 
Office to see that the Stateless refugee 
should enjoy the same rights and privi- 
leges as were enjoyed by the nationals 
of those countries where he had sought 
sanctuary. To achieve this money was 
required—money for education, training, 
tools, working capital, and so on.

GERMANY 
Dr. O. Kuester On Restitution

A firm belief in the Federal German 


‘Republic's intentions to discharge 


faithfully. its obligations. under 
Federal Indemnification Law — was 
expressed by Dr. Otto Kuester, the 
former State Commissioner for 
Indemnification in Baden-Wiirttem- 
berg, when he addressed a meeting of 
the. Association of Democratic 


Lawyers from Germany, at the Hamp-. 


stead Town Hall on Monday. 

Except for a few minor regulations still] 
outstanding, the Federal Indemnification 
Law, as passed by the Federal Parliament 
on June 29 last, should be regarded as 
the final expression of the State’s will to 
make restitution. and indemnification for 
past’ wrongs, Dr. Kuester said. Although 
the present legislative measure is a 
“ better law’ than the previous. one of 
1953 it should still be regarded as a 
provisional méasure, because it lays down 
the obligations of West Germany only. 
The final word in the matter should not 
be expected before East and West Ger- 
many were united, Dr. Kuester stated. 

According to the German Constitution, 
laws..are_passed .by the Federal Parlia- 
ment but implemented by the Govern- 
menis of the Laender under the 
supervision of courts of law, Dr. Kuester 
went on. Although there were men and 
women in Germany who were devoted to 
the work of restitution, one should not 
deny that there were “ small bureaucrats ” 
who, he said, had tried to impede the 
smooth working of the machiwery. 

When asked whether people should 
take a lump sum instead of a pension 
payable over a number of years, Dr. 
Kuester said he invariably advised appli- 
canis, even those over 60 years of age, 
to adopt the second course, because he 
believed that Germany was firmly resolved 
to discharge her obligations under the 
Jaw. His belief was based on his implicit 
trust in the young German generation, 
who “will not waver in spite of some 
disquieting trends discernible among their 
parents.” 

Dr. Kuester concluded by appealin 
those of German origin, whatever < 
present nationality, to help Germany to 
pursue the aim of “ keeping right what 
was right and of making right what was 
wrong.

This 
failure, he. stated, was due to. the 
elementary. lack of unity and consistency 
on the part of the Western Powers. 


East-West Agreement 


Now that the | Soviet Union. had 
entered the area. “in a dramatic and 
grand fashion,” Dy: Goldmann continued, 
“the only way of approaching and solv- 
ing. the problems of the Middie East” 
and of putting a stop to the Arab 
manceuvres and blackmail. by playing 
the East against the West, was “ to evolve 
a long-range programme based on an 
agreement. between the Soviet bloc and 
the Western Powers.

“|. hope,” he declared, “that a 
compromise will be reached. which will 
be satisfactory to all sections in the 
groups who are members of the World 
Confederation. I was always against 
General Zionists in the Diaspora inter- 
fering in, and splitting among themselves 
over, miernal Israeli affairs. If such a 
compromise solution is not found, it may 
be that the World Confederation. will 
be dissolved: The meeting in New. York 
will, therefore, be a decisive meeting for 
the fate of the Confederation.”

SOVIET RUSSIA

The extent of the damage caused 
to: the national consciousness of 
Russian Jews by over 30 years of 
Communist indoctrination and anti- 
religious propaganda was discussed by 
a panel of Jewish journalists at a 
World Jewish Congress Forum held 
at the Shaftesbury Hotel (Monmouth 
Street, W.C.2), on Tuesday. 

Mr. Emmanuel Litvinoff, who recently 
spent.a month in the Soviet Union, said 
that Russian Jewry was the most assimi- 
lated Jewish community in the world. 
It was basically wrong to assume, he said, 
that if today the gates of Russia were 
to be suddenly thrown open a mass 
exodus of emigranis to Israel would 
ensue. 

Mr. Zev Katz, an Israeli who recently 
visited Soviet Russia with a group of 
British tourists, said that one had to dis- 
tinguish carefully between the older and 
the younger generation, which constituted 
today two different types of Jews. While 
those between the ages of 15 and 3 were 
almost completed assimilated, Russian 
Jews of the older generation showed a 
considerable interest in everything Jewish 
and had a definite feeling of belonging

The Jerusalem members of the 
Jewish Agency Executive have this 
week discussed the budget for the 
year 5717 and have passed ~the 
estimates to their American colleagues 
for approval. 
Until the entire Eistuiive confirm the 
estimates no figures will be published. 
It is clear, however, that the Agency’s 
budget this year must be higher than in 
in recent years ‘because large-scale 
immigation has been resumed and it is 
hoped that this year’s total will not be 
less than for last year—over 50,000— 
despite difficulties in North Africa. 
There now also appears to be a steady 
flow from behind the Iron Curtain, 
especially from Poland, whence a con- 
siderable number of immigrants are 
shortly expected. Again, in order to 
maintain these immigration figures, the 
settlement programme must. simul- 
taneously accelerated, since it is now not 


reception centres, to which large numbers 
of immigrants were sent in the "early days. 

Today, the system is “from ship to 
village,’ as far as possible. 

The Israeli Government's heavy com- 
mitments for arms purchases reduces its 
participation in the work. of absorbing 
immigrants, particularly in. respect of 
housing, almost the entire burden of 
which now falls on the Jewish Agency. 

The Israeli public has. been repeatedly 

warned that more sacrifices. will be 
required if jhis urgent and essential pro- 
gramme is to be carried out. But it is 
equally clear that without.a parallel effort 
from world Jewry the prospects would 
be bleak indeed.

The Sabbath in Moscow

HE Moscow Synagogue was 
packed when I visited it 

. on the Sabbath. Hundreds 
of men in tallitim were sit- 
ting on the wooden seats, while a 
number of women with siddurim 
were praying in the women’s 
gallery.

NO-ONE who considers himself a 
civilised person can approve unre- 
servedly the strong reprisal raid 
which was launched by the Israeli 
Army on September 25 against the 
Jordanian police post near Husan 
and which resulted in loss of life 
on both sides. A toll of 39 Arabs 
killed and 11 wounded as a reprisal 


_ for 8 Israelis killed and 15 wounded. 


in border incidents (not including 
5 Israelis killed and 9 wounded in 
action) is pretty severe punishment 
by any standard and would seem to 
go a good deal further even than 
the literal interpretation of the 
Biblical law of retaliation or lex 
talionis.° But this action ‘has 
brought up for consideration again 
the whole question of Israel's policy 
of maintaining her border security. 


‘Circumstances have changed since. 


we roundly condemned the Qibya 
raid in 1953. The Israeli Govern- 
ment now regards its reprisal raids 
as military operations dtrected 
against military targets and so long 
as it confines itself to this policy it 
is not easy to condemn the 
principle. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion has clearly 
reached the conclusion that Israel 


4s forced, willy-nilly, to rely on its 


own resources for survival. Recent 
events have demonstrated how little 
active help he can expect from 
abroad. The United Nations, 
through the lack of determination 
of its member States, have shown 
themselves incapable of. enforcing 
their own decisions, as in the case 
of their condemnation of Egypt's 
blockade of the Suez Canal, or of 
giving General Burns and the Truce 
Organisation the 
wherewithal to ensure that peace 


is Maintained along Israel’s borders, 


and, in addition, have utterly failed 
to convert the Armistice Agree- 
ments into Peace Treaties. | Nor 
have the Great Powers in their 
individual capacities shown a 
stronger determination to ensure 
Israel's survival. .Great Britain, in 
particular, has failed to come for- 
Ward with a treaty such as she has 
with Jordan, which would guarantee 
support for Israel if she were 


attacked. Sir Anthony Eden him-. 


self has declared that he believes 
that Israel 1s Colonel Nasser’s next 
objective after the Suez Canal, but 
instead of taking steps to augment 
Israel's security the Foreign Office 


bas hastened to declare that “the 
British Government 


deplores all 
reprisals and must express their 
condemnation of a policy based on 
them. ” This is very different from 
the stern (not to say  bellicose) 
words with which Sir Anthony con- 
demned Colonel .Nasser when he 
dared to. interfere with. British 
interests in the Suez Canal Com- 


pany. Why should it be right for 
Her Majestys (Government to 
threaten -reprisais against Egypt 


when no blood had been shed and 


wrong for Israel to retaliate when . 


her peaceful citizens are murdered 
in cold blood ? The position seems 
to have been ‘reached where we 
have to recognise that if the Great 
Powers will not help Israel to 
defend herself no Israeli Govern- 


‘ment would be able to remain in 


power which did not retaliate 
against Arab attacks. The policy 
of reprisals, unpalatable though it 
must be, is today rather a measure 
of the failure of the Great Powers 
than of the failure of Israel itself. 


Questions of humanity apart, it 
is the long-term effects of reprisals 
which are perhaps the most regret- 
table. Sooner or later, Israel and the 
other Middle Eastern States have got 
to learn to live together in peace, 
and the building up of blood feuds 
along the frontiers is not going to 
make that process easier. Unfortu- 
nately, it 1s well nigh impossible 
for Israeli propaganda to convince 
the Arab States that reprisal raids 
are taken in retaliation for attacks 
by the Arabs. The British Govern- 
ment would be serving a. more 
useful purpose if it made this clear 
to the Arabs instead of presenting 
a distorted picture of these events. 
We have frequently urged that 
peace will come to the Middle East 

only when the Arabs are convinced

that Israck has come to stay. So 
long as the Western Powers leave 
doubts in the minds of the Arabs as 
to whether this is a fact they make 
it more difficult to bring stability 
to the area. It is profoundly to 
be hoped that this aspect of the

CLARIFICATION 
NEEDED 


THERE will be more than _ the 
usual interest in the meeting of the 
Furopean Executive of the World 
Confederation of General Zionists 
which is to be held in London this 
week-end. The meeting is of an 
emergency nature and it is well that 


it is so, for the clash which has | 


taken place over the so-called Kol- 
Serlin Agreement has already done 
much harm to the movement. — If 
no solution is found the harmful 
effects are bound to increase. The 
ill-fated agreement, it. will. be 
recalled, was announced after the 
last Zionist Congress in. April. 
Although its details, as far as the 
public are concerned, are still not 
very precise, it seems to intend 
“ General” Zionism in the Diaspora 
to be under the control of the party 
system in Israel, This has caused a 
particular and _ persistent furore 
especially within General Zionist 
circles. Many General Zionists, 
it. appears, refuse to subscribe to 
it. The British delegation. has 
been very vociferous from the 
beginning in stating its opposition 
in the clearest possible terms. So 
has the Hadassah movement, if less 


‘explicitly. Moreover, a meeting of 


the Executive of the Confederation 
of General Zionists of Europe and 


-Neorth Africa held jn London last 


June rejected the agreement, a ste 
which, as might have 
led to fresh bitterness and contro- 
versy here, in France, and even in 
America. 


In an interview with our’ New 


York Correspondent, which 
Torezyner, a well-known leader of 
the American Zionist Organisation, 
derides the opposition in = sharp 
terms. Mr. Torezyner suggests that 
one of the reasons which might 
have prompted the quarrel of a 
large section of. the European 
Zionists with the Kol-Serlin Agree- 
ment is that of the question of 
funds—namely, the distribution of 
Keren Mifal Konstruktivi (known 
as K.M.K.).

THEOLOGICAL COLLEGE 


THE inauguration of the Jewish 
Theological College, under the 
auspices. of the Association of 
Synagogues in Great Britain, is a 
very Significant event in the reli- 
gious life of Anglo-Jewry. This 
new educational institution, which 
has been established by such an 
influential body, will be welcomed 
for the contribution which it 


promises to be able to make 
towards strengthening the com- 
munity’s spiritual foundations. 


Widespread regret will be felt that 
Rabbi Dr. Leo Baeck, the Associa- 
tion’s revered President, was pre- 
vented by illness from personally 
declaring the College open. It was 
to commemorate his 80th birthday 
in 1953 that the Association, which 
now has 15 Reform synagogues in 
London and the Provinces among 


page, Mr. 


its constituents, inaugurated a 
scholarship fund for the training 
of ministers and religion teachers. 
The majority of its present 
ministers received their theological 
training at Jewish seminaries in 
other lands, and it is right and 
proper that a desire should have 
been felt for such training in the 
future to become available in this 
country. At one time hopes were 
entertained that the facilities of 
Jews’ College would not be refused 
to future candidates for the Reform 
ministry. Since these hopes have 


failed to materialise, the Associa- 


tian has now opened its own theo- 
logical college. In his inaugural 
lecture, Dr. Leon Roth expressed 
the hope that the educational 
activities of the new college would 
be wider than those of a ministerial 
seminary, and that its teachers and 
students would not be restricted to 
those who professed one particular 
viewpoint. If the college follows 
these high aims, it has splendid 
opportunities of rendering service 
to the whole community. It is the 
latest manifestation in its own way 
of: a growing demand among all 
sections for the more effective 
diffusion of religious knowledge. 
In its centenary year, for example, 
Jews’ College has embarked on a 
bold. rebuilding and endowment 
scheme. The Judith Lady Monte- 
fiore College at Ramsgate has 
recently been reorganised and 
revived. In Manchester, the Insti- 
tute of Jewish Studies has been 


established. The Gateshead Yeshiva 


has made remarkable progress, and 
the Yeshiva. Etz Chaim | in 
London, as. well as yeshivot else- 
where, pursue their work along 
time-honoured lines. All such 
endeavours deserve the most whole- 
hearted encouragement and support 
if Anglo-Jewry is to survive as a 
religious community. 


MEN AND MACHINES 


AUTOMATION is'now exerting an 
ever-increasing influence .on_ the 
development of contemporary life. 
The use of electrical and electronic 
devices raises questions not only of 
economic importance but also. of 
human and moral significance. 
“Machines in the service of man” 
is a principle that has recently been 
advanced for the guidance of this 
so-called “robot age.”  In_ this 


connection, an eminent American- | 


Jewish scientist, Professor Norbert 
Wiener, has done much to popu- 
larise the term “cybernetics” for 
the employment of calculating 
instruments and suchlike mecha- 
nisms which seem almost human 
in their operation. Already in 
medieval times, Jewish legendary 
lore imagined the creation of a 
golem to serve human requirements. 
Rabbinic responsa exist from as 
late as the eighteenth century 
regarding the question. whether a 
golem can count for minyan. About 
the year 1800, Rabbi David Jaffe, 


who lived near Grodno, in Russia,’ 


was believed to have created a 
golem for the, express purpose of 
doing such work on Sabbaths as 
is prohibited to Jews. Nowadays, 
however, devices have been invented 
which actually can perform labours 
which were once done by the 
“Sabbath goy.” At the Fuel 
Efficiency Exhibition at Olympia 
this week, a demonstration was 
being given of automatic electric 
switches which will, it is claimed, 
become a standard fitting in homes 
of the future. These switches light 
up automatically as darkness falls, 
and a timing device switches the 
electricity off when the family goes 
to bed. If, as is claimed, these new 
switches come info general use and 
become less expensive with full 
production, then they should assist 
in solving some of the halachic 


problems for Orthodox observers — 


of the Sabbath. There are in fact 
quite a number of Orthodox Jewish 
families which have for some yéars 
already made use of time-clocks 
attached to their electric main 
switches for automatic use during 
the Sabbath, On the other hand, 
some Orthodox authorities do not 
appear to take kindly to such 
mechanical devices. Thus, as we 
have reported, microphones were 
employed on Rosh Hashana at the 
new Edgware Synagogue, Edgware 
Way, fo enable all the 1,650 
worshippers to hear the service. 
Subsequently, however, the rab- 
binical authorities appear to have 
ordered the microphones to be 
disconnected, Yet it would seem 
useless to build new synagogues to 
hold such large congregations 
unless means are provided to enable 
worshippers to hear and participate 


in the services.

Of these four books intended for 
the general reader the volume by 
Professor Burrows, which is the first 
English edition of the work published 
in America in 1955, is in a class by 
itself. Professor Burrows has been 
closely associated with the Scrolls from 
the first, and his objectivity in the 
presentation of the material and his 
sobriety of judgment gave his book 
authority and make it by far the best 


on the subject so far available to the 


layman. 
After first telling the history of the 
discoveries at the Dead Sea, Professor 


- Burrows proceeds to discuss the date 


of the manuscripts in the light of the 
evidence of archeology, paleography, 
text, and language. All the manu- 
scripts are, he thinks, older than 
70 the earliest Biblical manu- 
scripts possibly being as old ‘as the 
third century B.C.E. 

Professor Burrows leaves open the 
identification of the Teacher of 
Righteousness and of the Wicked 
Priest.  “ Perhaps.” he. writes, not

but also at Khirbet Mird ang 
Muraba at, together with a discussion 
of the Qumran community in relation 
to the manuscript discoveries. the 
Damascus Sect, the Essenes. and the 
New Testament. ' There is a welcome 


note of moderation in Dr. Fritsch’s:

Fanciful Exegesis 


The other two books can only be 


used with caution. So long as Mr. 


Allegro and Dr. ‘Davies confine them-_ 


Selves to description, they write 
interestingly reliably. Their 
illustrations are well selected and their 
bibliographies’ useful, Too often. 
however, their work is marred. by 
flights of fancy. When, for example. 
Mr. Allegro,- who is content to: give 
only his own views—which he does 
with considerable ability—-tells us 
that the Teacher of Righteousness was 
dragged from an altar at which he was 
officiating to be crucified at the behest 
of Alexander Jannaecus, who is

As an--example of Dr. Davies’ 
imaginative exegesis may be cited 
his explanation of the Words. “and 
give to the poor” (Matthew xix, 21).

KASHRUT IN THE US.A. 
Obstacle to a United Front 


To the Editur of THE JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Séveral months ago, during a 
visit to Great Britain, I had the 
privilege of an extended interview 


with a reporter of your paper, Our 
reported discussion ranged over .the 


entire extent of Jewish life, in Israel, 
on the Continent, in the United States, 
and jn Great Britain, covering such 
themes as population growth, com- 


munity organisation, education, Jewish | 


scholarship, and religious observance. 
In response to the inevitable ques- 
tion ‘as to a comparison between 
British and American Jewry, a variety 
of observations were’ made, one of 
which pointed out the absence of 
“a comprehensive centrally-organised 


supervision. of kashrut in America, 


comparable to what exists in Great 
Britain.” This self-evident observa- 
tion was made in no partisan spirit 
and with no imputation of blame to 
anyone. 


It is. now. reported that Rabbi 
Alexander Rosenberg, Rabbinic Adminis- 
trator on _kashrut to. the Union of 
Orthodox Congregations in America, has 
Stigmatised this comment as preséntin 
“an unfair and distorted picture o 
kashrut jn the United States.”” He seeks 
to refute my observation by. announcing 
that ‘‘ moves are being made to establish 
a united front of the Rabbinical Council, 
the Union of Orthodox Rabbis, and the 
Rabbinical Alliance in the field of 
organising kKashrut.” (My _ italics.) It 
is. regrettable that in his partisan zeal 
Rabbi Rosenberg has 
realities of the situation and the most 
elementary canons of logic. One does 
not obviate the existence of facts in the 
present by expressing one’s hopes for 
the future. It 1s as though in 1940 the 
statement that “there is no international 
agency of the Powers for the preserva- 
tion of peace’ were to be refuted by. 
pointing ‘out that there were hopes of 
organising such an agency in the future. 

Since the attempt has been made to 
obscure present realities by holding out 
future hopes, readers of THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE deserve to Know just how 
likely these hopes are of early fulfilment. 
It may be pointed out that the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis; who are largely 
European-trained and Yiddish-speaking, 
has repeatedly refused to recognise the 
ordination and rabbinical competence of 
the members of the Rabbinical Council, 
who are largely graduates of the Rabbi 
Isaac Elchanan Yeshiva in New York, 
and of the Hebrew Theological College 
in Chicago.

Of 
course, it is not suggested that Jews 
are not to be found, as indeed they 
are. on British newspapers, but few

The Anglo-Jewish ‘press and _ its

The earliest. name of note was 
Louis.

Lucien Wolf’s Contribution

his death in 1860, he was both Editor. 
and proprietor. 
distinguished by its forthrightness, 
and the paper continued to exist for 
41 years after his death. His position 


in the journalism of that day is shown - 


by the fact that he was among those 
responsible for the -establishment ot 
the Newspaper Society, of which he 
was. President in 1841. 

Joseph Moses Levy, in 1855, 
re-created the almost stillborn Daty 
TELEGRAPH. ‘He was printer by 
trade and perhaps does not come 
within the definition of journalist, but 
he had a remarkable flair for knowing 
what the public wanted. There is no 


doubt that it. was. his. ability and 
vision which led to the firm founda- — 
tion of what is now one of the great 


English newspapers, and. it was his 
son, Edward Levy, later Levy-Lawson, 
who was responsible, as Lord Camrose

His editorship was. 


has pointed out, for . English 
journalism as we know it today. The 
family in the course of time left the 
Jewish community. Edward entered 
the peerage, taking the title of 
Burnham. 

Another important paper, the 
Daity HERALD, in its present form 
is very much the child of Julius 
Elias, subsequently Lord Southwood, 
who also headed that vast publishing 
and printing enterprise, Odhams Press. 

A remarkable figure in the middle 
of the last century, now largely 
forgotten, -was Rachel Beer (1858- 
1927). She was. the daughter. of 
Solomon David Sassoon, a member 
of the distinguished family of that 
name, and married Frederick Arthur 
Beer, a wealthy man who was the 
proprietor of the SUNDAY Times. She 
took what was certainly regarded in 
those days aS a very unfeminine 
interest in. journalism, and  subse- 
quently acquired also the OBSERVER.

Tales of Fleet Street 


Among other noted journalists who 
are still with us, even if they have left 
Fleet Street, is Bernard Falk, a 
Manchester boy, who went to Man- 
chester Grammar School. He started 
aS a cub reporter on the MANCHESTER 
Dat_y Dispatcu and retired from 
Fleet Street as Editor of the SUNDAY 
Disparcu, leaving behind him a name 
which is growing into a legend. He 
has written with much zest of Fleet 
Street in his tWo Volumes of alito- 
Now he has turned his 
facile pen to writing, with 
success, biographies, chiefly — of 
eccentrics in. Bohemia and in Society. 

Another ex-editor, with long 
record behind him, not only in almost 
every department. of journalism, but 
particularly in the more modern phases 


of radio and television, is Sydney 


Alexander Moseley. Moseley must 
probably be one of the most prolific 
of journalists. Suffice it to say that 
he. edited the first English daily pub- 
lished in-Catro, that he had been a 
War Correspondent, a Foreign Corre- 
spondent, and a contributor, to various 


encyclopedias, besides writing a book | 


on ‘his war-time broadcasting experi- 
ences, “God Help America,” which 
contains much pungent _ political 


comment, 


Mark Goulden was in turn Editor 
of the EASTERN MORNING NeEws,:-the 
YORKSHIRE EVENING News, and the 
SUNDAY REFEREE, He is a publisher. 

The many who know Harry Sacher 
primarily as a protagonist of, and 
personality in, the Zionist Movement 
forget that his early reputation was 
that of a distinguished leader. writer 
on the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN and 
the DAiLy News, and that Fleet Street 
was notably the poorer by his change

A. L. Easterman, a leading figure 
in the World Jewish Congress, was

for a considerable time an active 
figure in the sphere of foreign affairs. 
Both as chief foreign correspondent 
of the Dany Heratp and as Forcign 
Editor of the Dany Express he was 
noted for the vigour he infused into 
his contributions, | 

Two writers in specialised forms of 
journalism should not be forgotten. 
M. H, Spielmann, a distinguished 
member of a distinguished family, 
was for many years Editor of. the 
MAGAZINE OF ART; and the columns 
of. Puncu, particularly that. page 
known as Charivaria, were enriched 
by the ingemous pen of Walter 
Emanuel, one of a family renowned 
in the artistic world. and a. brother 
ol that. perennial communal worker,

lf this survey ‘may show that Jews 
have not plaved. what might . be 
described, a significant part in Fleet 
Street, it is to a certain Jew that the 
modern technique of news gathering 
owes its inception. This. was Israel 
Beer Josephat. better known to the 
world as the Baron de Reuter. the 
founder of the world famous News 
Agency which is now in. partnership 
with the Press Association. Its offices 
are almost opposite the stately house 
of the DatLy Reuter 
started his agency in the same seas 
as Joseph Moses Lev, refounded the 


DatLy TRLEGRAPH. 


Collection of Foreign News 


Reuter became a naturalised British 
subject, owing his title to the Ducal 
House of Saxe-Coburge-Gotha, to 
which Prince Abbert. the Prince Con- 
sort, belonged. His genius revolu- 
tionised the coHection of forcign news. 


And in this connection it may be asked. 


why among distinguished journalists I 
have not mentioned the great de 
Blowitz of THe Times, perhaps the 
most famous diplomatic correspondent 
in modern journalism. The origins of 
this extraordinary. character are very 
doubtful, and though itt is often 
claimed that he was of Jewish descent, 
he always denied it, and he. certainly 
gave no evidence of any interest or 
connection with the Jewish com- 
munity. KH we go back to the period 
of the Resettlement and recall Crom- 


well’s Jewish intelligencers of whom _ 


Lucien Wolf wrote with such intérest, 
they, perhaps, by no fantastic stretch 
of imagination are a link with Reuter, 
for they may be regarded as the fore- 
runners of the foreign correspondents 
of today. 
Cromwell's intelligencers in the Low 
Countries communicated through Jews 
in England, of whom the best known 
was Antonio Fernando Carvajal, the

OME weeks ago it occurred 
to me that it might be inter- 
esting to find out whether 
there was any celebration in 1856 
of the bicentenary of the resettle- 
ment in 1656 of the Jews in this 
country. | 
I consulted THe Times of 1856, 
the ANNUAL REGISTER, the GENTLE- 


_MAN’S MAGAZINE, and the BrITISH 


ALMANACK, but not only was there 
no celebration of the bicentenary 
with one exception which I will 
mention later on, there was no 
reference at all to the fact that 1856 
was the 200th anniversary of the 
Resettlement—and that applies 
even to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
for that year. 


In view of. the wide extent of the 
celebrations this year of the tercen- 
Resettlement, the 
absence of anything of the kind 100 
years ago may seem our eyes 
remarkable, The main reason appears 
to be simply that in 1856 it was not 
generally known that the resettlement 
of the Jews in England. took place 
in. 1656. . After the restoration. of 
Charles II in 1660 the Jewish com- 
munity kept very quiet about the fact 
that their readmission had been by 
favour of Oliver Cromwell, the 
Regicide.” Instead, they took care 
to' let it be understood that their 
entry had been during the reign of, 


and by the grace of, the restored. 


monarch. In due course a traditron 
to that effect seems to have grown 


up and to have gained general 
credence, 


Re-entry of the Jews 


_.. The prevalence of such a tradition 
iS aptly shown by the way in which 
the re-entry of the Jews was described 
in a speech made in the House of 
Commons during 1856. Early in that 
year there was introduced in Parkia- 
ment a Bill entitled “The Oath of 
Abjuration Bill,” which provided for 
the amendment of the oath which 
ad to be taken before any person 
could sit as a Member of Parlia- 
ment. The purpose of the Bill. was 
that Jews were no longer to be 
seetted to bind themselves on “the 
uc. faith of a Christian,” so. that a 
Jew who objected to 
woul an oath containing those words 
Parli: hevertheless be able to sit in 
The Bill was popularly 
rightly. Jew Bill,” and was 
“1gnuly regarded as. a further. step in 


“WHY BICENTENARY WAS 


the removal of the few Jewish 
disabilities still remaining. 

The Bill was hotly contested on 
both sides and in both Houses, One 
would imagine that during all that 
argument some honourable Member 
or noble Lord would have made some 
reference to. the fact that.it- was just 
two hundred years since the readmuis- 
sion of the Jews. But nothing of the 
kind happened. The only. mention 
of. the Resettlement. was Sir 
Frederic Thesiger, . Member - for 
Stamford, who on April 10, 1856, 
moved to adjourn the second reading 
of the Bill. for six months. During 
the course of his long speech, he said 
that. : 


A Curious Work 


was well known that the Jews 
were banished from England in_ the 
reign of Edward IIL [sic] and did not 
return in any numbers until the reign of 
Charles II. In: the third year of that 
reign, 1663, by the records of | thal 
people, it appeared that there were not 
more than 12 Jews in England. ... He 
had read in a curious work called 
‘Anglia Judaica’ an extraordinary inci- 
dent in the history of the Jews. They were 
extremely. anxious to be allowed to 
return io this.country; and sent a learned 
doctor—Manasseh ben Israel—to the 
Protector to request that he would 
permit the re-esiablishment of the Jews 
here. offering him the large sum of 
£500,000. provided that he would give 
them St. Paul's as a synagogue and the 
Bodleian. Library for a school. THe 
TIMES report at this point has “as a 
place of traffic At’ the “time that 
Dr. Manasseh came to England upon 
this mission there were certain Jews in 
Asia. who sent over. a. rabbi and several 
of their nation to inquire whether the 
Protector .Cromwell was | not the 
expected Messiah. The mission of Dr. 
Manasseh entirely failed because it was 


not thought desirable that the Jews - 


assemble. in St. Paul's; but the 
wen race flocked back in consider- 
able numbers during the reign of 
Of Sir Frederic esiger, late 
Chelmsford [Lord Ohancetlor. 
1858-59], the “ Dictionary of National 
Biography "says: “His chief 
speech while” in office was an 
eloquent opposition to the removal 
of Jewish disabilities, on which 
subject he had repeatedly been the 
principal speaker on the Conservative 
side of the House of Commons. The

historian of Anglo-Jewry.) 

Tbe story retailed by Thesiger, 
fantastic and inaccurate as it may 
appear to us now, clearly repre- 
sented the currenthy. accepted and 
established version of the re-establish- 
ment of the Jews here. 

Carlyle, in his Cromwell's Letters 
and Speeches,” published in 1845, 
sums up the story of the Whitehall 
Conference which ended on ” Jew 
Wednesday,” December 12, 1655, 
with a  characteristically dramatic 
passage ending : “zealous Manasseh 
went home again: the Jews could 


not. settle here except by private 


sufferance. of His Highness”; and 
suggesting that the conference was an 
utter faikure. (Vol, J, p. 395; Vol. I, 
pp. 481-2 of the 1904 edition.) It 1s 
cited at length in “London,” by 
Elkan Nathan Adfer, in the “ Jewish 
Communities Series” of the Jewish 
Publication Society of America (1930, 
pp. 94-95). 


Homer Nods 


Even Graetz, in his authoritative 
Volkstiimliche geschichte der Juden,” 
written in 1883, does his bit to per- 
petuate the tradition that the Resettle- 
ment took place after the Restoration. 

And so it went on, until Lucien 
Wolf pricked the bubble in a lccture 
delivered before the Jewish Historical 
Society of England on July 22. 1903, 
and printed jn THE JEwWisH CHRONICLE 
for August 7 and 14, 1903. (It is 
reprinted in his “Essays in Jewish 
History,” edited by Dr. Cecil Roth, 
and published by the Jewish His- 
torical Society in 1934.) Wolf tells 
of the petition against the Jews pre- 
sented by the Corporation of the City 
of London to arles If in 1660, 
which gave an account of the objects 
of Cromwell in granting “ ye admission 
of Jewes to a free cohabitation and 
trade in these dominions.” At this 


point (p. 120 of the “ Essays’) Wolf 


adds a footnote: 

“ This statement by an official body 
that the Jews were admitted by Cromwell 
finally disposes the contention of 
Tovey and others, winch has recently 
been adopted Dr. Gaster, that 
Charles I] was the first to gram that 
privilege.” 

| think that I have shown that both 
before and for some time after 1856, 


IGNORED 


the fact that that. year was the 
bicentenary of the Resettlement was 
not generally known, But.in THE 
Times for Monday, February 18, 


1856. we find an account of how : 


“ The 50th anniversary of the Jews’ 
Hospital in Mile End Road, was, on 
Thursday, celebrated in a yery dis- 
tinguished manner at the City of London 
Tavern; the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor 
in the chair... 
toasts had been drunk, the Very Rev. 
Dr.  Adier, the Cheef Rabbi, took 
occasion to relate an historica] fact of 


an interesting nature, conmected with 


the meeting. It was to the effect that 
at the end of the year 1656 Manasseh 
ben Isracl presented’ a petition to the 
Protector, beseeching the great Oliver 
Cromwell to. reconsider t edict — 

Edward 1, by which the Jews had been 
banished for ever from the coumry; 
and, notwithstanding the existence of 
the turbulent spirt of the time, that 


petition was referred to the Cluef Justice 


of England, the Lord Mayor, and other 
persons of high consideration, and its 
prayer was eventually. granted. (Cheers,) 
It was rather singular that in February, 
1656, exactly 200 years ago, the cruelly 
persecuted and oppressed body were 


readmitied into this prosperous 


happy land He considered it as @ 
singular and. providential comecidence 
that at- the very time the City should 
have for its chief magistrate a gentic- 
man Mr. David  Salamons, the fre 
of the religion be professed, who heid 
the exaked position to which he had 
heen advanced with the unanimous 
consemt and approbation of the citizens

“ Old Style ” Dating 


From this speech we can see that 
by 1856 the Chief Rabbi was aware 
that the Jews had been readmitted 
into this land just. 200 years 
previously, The fact that he appears 
to be a year out in his dating of the 
presentaticn of the petition by 
Manasseh ben Israel is easily 
explained : the date of the “fiat” 
on the petition (as those who 
examined it closely when it was on 
ghow at the Victoria and Albert 
Museum carly this year may 
remember) is given “ Old Style,” that 
is, 1635-56. How Dr. Adler came to 
know that 1856 was the bicentenary 
of the Resettlement, and why the 
source of his discovery was ignored 
by contemporary and subsequent 
hustorians alike, are questions the 
solution of which I leave to abler 
workers than nmryself in this field of 
research. 


After the usual! loyal . 


However, there js this to be said. 
Even had the date of the Rescttie- 


mem been known generally, it 1s 


unlikely that there would have been 
bicentenary celebrations in 1856, and 
that for two reasons. In the first 


place, it was only in March, 1856, 


when the Treaty of Paris was signed, 
that the Cnmean War came to an 
end. For the previous two years the 
attention and energies of the country 
had been devoted to the waging and 
conduct of the war, The celebrations 


of the present year are the result of. 


the work of a body whose history 
goes back to some time in 1952: and 
even celebrations on a less generous 
scale would have required a year or 


more to prepare, backed by public 


5 .. This, in. the chmate of 
1854-55, would, I imagine, have been 
very difficult to achieve. 


' Not “ Centenary-Minded ” 


In the second place, the country 
in 1856 was not “centenary-minded.” 
The year. 1956 is not only the tercen- 
tenary of the Resettlement of the 
Jews: in it falls also. the 400th 
anniversary of the. foundation of 
Oundle School, the 300th anniversary 


‘of the formation of the Grenadier 


Guards, and the 200th anniversary of 
the birth of Mozart. In. 1856, then, 
fell the tercentenary,. bicentenary, and 
cemenary of those events. | have not 
been able to trace a single mention 
of apy of these three anniversaries 
being commemorated in England 
(athough [| find that the centenary 
of the birth of Mozart was celebrated 
in Vienna [THe Times, February 2, 
1856}). 

When, then, did the celebration of 
centenanes become fashionable ? 
According to the “Oxford English 
Dictionary,” on October 4, 1879, the 
SATURDAY REVIEW observed: “* Duo 
centenaries, ter-centenaries, and quin- 
centenaries have all lately taken 
taken place,” and on June 20, 1885, 
the Patt. Matt Gazerre has: “ The 
[Handel] Festiva) is one full year 
before its time owing to the presént 
rage for centenaries itahes), Bat 
already in 1866, the same periodical 


remarked (November 14): How 
Shakespeare was lately — tercenten- 
arised everybody knows.” 

So there is the answer. 1856 was 


too early. The significance in Angio- 
Jewish history of the date was not 
yet widely enough known, the 


country had not yet fully recovered 
from the anxieties and the strain of 
the Crimean War; and the celebra- 
tion of centenarics was not yet (by af 
leas ten years) “the thing.”

FOR OXFORD 


£50,000 Needed

The Hillel Foundation has set itself 
a target of £50,000 (which it hopes to 
raise at a dinner to be held later) to 
establish .a Hillel House in Oxford 
and to improve existing facilities at 
Cambridge.

Gift ’Plane on Display

The. first aircraft, a’ Tiger Moth, 
presented to the Aviron, the. first 
Jewish flying club..in this’ country. 
was handed over to the Club at the 
Panshanger aerodrome, near Hatfield, 
on Sunday. It was presented by. Mr. 


David Damiels, who stated that it was 


his ambition to provide trainer. ‘planes 
for Jewish ‘flying: clubs “which, he 
hoped, would be established in all 
the larger Jewish centres. of Britain. 


At the reception which followed an 
aerial display, the Chairman of the Club, 
‘Falber, stated that one of the 
reasons for forming the Aviron was to 
provide flying facilives for young peonle 
tor whom the -charges in the existing 
clubs were too high. 

While the average clubs charged three 
guineas per flying lesson Aviron 
charged only’ 35s. 

Their second aim was to give ex-R.A.F. 
personnel an opportunity to continue 
flying as a hobby, and thirdly to estab- 
lish scholarships. for trainees who could 
not afford any payment. 

Mr. Falber emphasised that although 
Aviron was a Jewish flying club, non- 


Jews who wished to join. would be 
admitted. Their plans for the future, 
he said, included the establishment of a 


club house in London, and of a _per- 
manent hut at the airfield. 

The President of the club, Lord Morris 
of Kenwood, an 
was in. the chair, paid tribute to. the 
generosity of Mr. Daniels, and of Mr. 
N. Somers, who had -placed, free of 
charge, his Panshanger airfield -and_ its 
premises. at the disposal of Aviron. 

Mr. J.. Shapiro, .the public - relations 
officer. said that that display had been 
the. culmination of their activities which 
had started eight months ago. . also 
expressed thanks to Mr. Edward Sieff 
and Mr. Marcus Sieff (both of whom 
were among the audience atthe display).

Short. or biscuit crust; apples, 1 Ib. 
2 dried fruit, 2 tablespoon- 
fuls: Margarine, oz.: mixed spice, } 
tcaspoonful: fresh breadcrumbs, oz. 

STEW the apples with as little water as 
possible. When cooked sieve or beat to 
au pulp, add the margarine, sugar, spice. 
breadcrumbs, and dried fruit. Mix well 
and leave till cold. . 

Line a flan case with pastry and dredge 
with flour and sugar, Fill the case with 
the cold apple mixture and bake about 
40 minutes. The first 10. minutes in a 
hot oven, then reduce to moderate.

BOSTON SYMPHONY 


Mageificence and splendour, an 
amazingly rich tonal diapason, a glowing 
intensity of comers and superb 
ensemb guch are the 
dominant left by the first 
concert. of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra at the Festival Hall last week. 
Their conductor, Charles Munch, infuses 
vitality and energy inio their playing, 
which leapt into a breathtaking impetus 
in the first and last movements of the 
“ Eroica”” Symphony. and. impelled. a 
pulsating elemental flux and change im 
Debussy's “La Mer.” By comparison, 
the inner movements of the Beethoven 

seemed a little lacking in bui 
this may have been only because the outer 
movements were supercharged with 
emotional content. Waiter Piston’s 
Sixth Symphony is surface music, but 
highly listenable, an extrovert expression 
of joie de vivre. This, like the fest, 
was given a vital performance which 
made most of our own orchestral playing 
sound jaded by comparison. 

The final concert of the orchestra's 
European tour, at Festival Hall on Tues- 
day evening of last week, was fittingly 
conducted by Pierre Monteux, who as its 
permanent conductor after 1918 helped to 
build it up into the many-splendoured 
thing it is. today. He brought a noble 
spaciousness to Brahm’s Third Symphony, 
though he was not always able to dispel 
the tedium of some of the passage work 
in the slow movement. But i 
Strauss’s suite .from “ Der 
kavalier ” that was the high spot of the 
programme. ‘Rarely could those seduc- 
tive and fascinating waltz tunes have 
sounded more exciting, more provocative 
to the feet and the blood. In them the 
golden glory of the orchestra's string 
tone, the rich sonority of the brasses, 
were displayed in all their magic. 


MOISEIWITSCH 


The snap of a string towards the’ end 
of the first movement of Schumann's 
Piano Concerto left Moiseiwitsch 
unperturbed on. Thursday evening last 
week at the Festival Hall. Perhaps that 
was rather too symptomatic of his 


performance generally, which was lacking 


in romantic fervour. All the old techni- 
cal efficiency was detectable in much of 
his playing, but neither he nor Herbert 
Menges, conducting: the Royal  Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, brought the work 
fully and thoroughly. to life. Strangely 
enough, the same comment musi be made 
of Dennis. Brain's. performance in 
Strauss’s First Horn Concerto, though it 
is understandable that this early and not

There was a joyful atmosphere about 


the Simchat. Torah concert at the Joseph

JUDATSM 


Question at Finchley Brains Trust 
By a JEWISH CHRONICLE Reporter 


Has Judaism become too expensive 
to observe? 
questions before brains ‘trust 
organised by the Finchley Synagogue 
Literary and. Social. Society’ on 
Monday. Mr. Gerald Owen presided. 

Mrs. Esther Iwi, referring to the high 
prices Of kosher foodstuffs and to high 
charges in Jewish boarding houses,’ said 
that the differential (compared with the 
general. price) could not be. wholly 
accounted for by. the provision of 
kashrut... Responsible leaders of the 
community had not done their duty to 
enable the Jewish public: to observe 
kashrut at more reasonable. prices. 

Victor Mishcon recalled that 
while some had described Judaism as “a 
rich man’s religion,” the fact was that 
Orthodoxy had been, and still was, more 
observed in the poorer than in the richer 
districts of London, He also pointed out 
that Judaism did not entirely, or even 
mainly, consist of observances that cost 
money. 

Mr. Justice Karminsks concentrated 
on the membership contributions which 
Jews had to make to their synagogue and 
communal. institutions. (a point also 
referred to by Mrs.. Iwi). ©He did. not 
think that Jews taxed themselves too 
highly. to obtain the benefits of Judaism. 
The Roman Catholic community taxed 
themselves equally high. “kt is just a 
case of - paying for what we want and 
what we need,” he stated. 

In. reply to another question—does the 
fact that. a number of ‘young people 
are joining the Reform. movement 
“sound the death knell of Judaism ?’’°— 
Mr. Mishcon said that many young 
people were to hear so much 
about such trivialities as whether rasp- 
berries or turbot were kosher, while so 
little was said from the pulpits. about 
how to relate and fit into the modern 
world the ancient principles of Judaism.

Anglo-French Talks in Paris 
ISRAELI ENVOY SEES M. MOLLET

PARIS 

A difference of opinion is- under- 
stood to have arisen between France 
and Britain in connection with Israe!’s 
request to be heard by the Security 
Council in the Suez Canal debate. — It 
is reliably learned here that France ts 
in favour of Israeli participation, while 
Britain ts opposed to it on the grounds 
that it would “ complicate” matters. 

The French Government has given 
M. Pineau. the Foreign Minister, a free 
hand to deal with the Israeh request 
after consuliations in. New York = with 
his British and American opposite 
numbers and with Mr. Abba Eban, the 
uy Israch delegate to the United 

lations. 

Mr. J. Tsur, the Isracli Ambassador in 
Paris, had a 40-minute talk, at his own 
request, with M. Guy Mollet, the French 
Premicr, last Fnday. In the course of 
what was afterwards described as a 
“ friendly " conversation, Mr. Tsur was 
given. details of the Anglo-French talks 


which had taken place earlier the 


week 

At the close of the Anglo-French talks, 
an official French spokesman stated that 
agreement had been reached to “do 
everything possible to prevent an Israeli- 
Arab: war. At the suggestion of. M. 
Pineau, the French and British states- 
men. agreed that they would try and 
perfect the entente cordiale by harmon- 
ising their overall, Middle East policy. 


.Hitherto the Baghdad Pact, sponsored by 


Britain and condemned by France, has 
been a bone of contention between the 
two countries. 
CHANGE BRITISH 
ATTITUDE

The official British attitude to 
Israel's request to appear before the 


Security Council as an interested party 
in the Suez discussions is undergoing 
a change. | 

_Britain no longer appears to be 
opposed to Israel presenting its point of 
view although, according to Whitehall 


circles, no firm decision has been taken. 


But on the whole the Government 


appears now to agree with what Mr. - 


Dulles said in his press conference. on 
Monday, to the effect that means should 
be found for the presentation of Israel's 
case against Egypt for violating the 1888 
Convention. 

Whitehall circles point out that there 
are obvious difficulties in finding a way 
to prevent’ other countries from wantin 
to present their views before the Council. 
The British Government fears that. other 
Arab countries, apart from Egypt, will 
demand to be heard. 


MR. DULLES’S VIEW 


WASHINGTON 
Mr. Dulles, the American Secretary of 
State, indicated on Tuesday that he was 
opposed to Israel's full participation in 
the coming U.N. Security Council debate 
on the Suez Canal issue. Israel is the 


"only. nation totally barred by Egypt 


from using the Canal. 
He was asked at his press conference 


about Israel's expressed desiré to par-. 


ticipate in the» Suez debate at the 
Council... He rephed that this question 
must be handled with care to prevent 
“everybody from coming into the 
Security Council Suez affair. (By “ every- 
body,” Mr. Dulles referred to Arab 
States hostile to Israel, according to 
State Department sources.) Therefore, 


Mr. Dulles said, the manner and form 


desired by the United States for pre- 
sentation of Israels views has not yet 
been decided. He made it clear, how- 
ever, that he certainly thought that 
Israel's case, because of Egyptian denial 


‘of Israel maritime rights under the 1888 


Convention, would come in some form 
or manner to the attention of the 
Security Council.—(J.T.A.)

A conflict has arisen between the 
Executive Council of Australian 
Jewry and some Orthodox rabbis in 
Australia.

Israel has been given prominence in 

the debates in the Federal Australian 
Parliament on the Suez crisis and on 
the budget.

The Canadian Prime Minister, ‘Mr.

MR. NIXON DEFENDED BY A.D.L.

New YorK 

The Anti-Defamation League of the 
B'nai B'rith has jssued a statement 
declaring that “there is nothing in 
the. record of Mr. Nixon” (who ts 
seeking re-election as Republican 
Vice-President) to indicate in any way 
that he is antisemitic. 

The statement. was issued by the 
League’s Chairman, Mr. Henry E. 
Schultz, because “rumours of bigotry” 
had been “levelled at a major candi- 
date.” 

Mr. Schultz added: “ We believe 
these rumours to be a recurrence of false 
charges made during the 1952 campaign 
and are as untrue today as they were 
then. Indeed we believe the American 


people fortunate in that all four major 
candidates — Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Adlai E. Stevenson, Mr. Nixon and Mr. 
Estes Kefauver—are completely free of 


religious bias.” 


Mr. Schultz, reporting on the activities

Fifteen people were wounded. 

When the Mixed Armistice Commis- 
sion discussed the incident on Monday 
at an emergency meeting the U.N. Chair- 
man of the Commission supported the 
Jordan resolution which stated that the 
attack was carried out by a single Jordan 
soldier who had suffered a mental break- 
down. The Chairman also suggested that 
the Jordan authorities might have been 
notified that there would be a large 
gathering of people close to the armis- 
tice line, The Chairman had voted for 
part of the Israeli draft resolution con-

of the armistice agreement. 

The Jordan resolution was adopted in 
the absence of the Israeli delegates who 
walked out the meeting’ when. it 
became obvious that the Chairman would 
vote for the resolution.

A group of non-Orthodox Jews 
gathered near the bus. There followed a 
heated discussion and a scuifle, after 
which Mr. Yona Finer, aged 44, of 
Haifa, suffered a heart attack and died 
instantly. —{(J,T.A.)
